Taken With Violent Cough-

ing Spell Ifarly To-Da- y

Soon Passes Away.

FAMILY AT BEDSIDE.

First Work in Brick Yard of
Father, Soon Turned to

Mercantile Pursuits.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 12. John
Wnnamkcr died at Ills homo here at
8 A. M.

Tho world famous merchant and
formor Postmaster General passed
ttvay at his town house. No. 2032

Walnut Street. Ho had been confined
tlicro since early In Novemlicr with a
heavy cold contracted nt his country
estate, Lyndenhurst, ut Jenklntown,
near hero. Ho was eighty-fou- r years
old.

An ofliclul bulletin Issued at 7 A. M
said:

"Mr. Wanamakcr was wclzcd by a
violent coughing spell at D A. M..
followed by cxtromu heart weakness.
1 1 Li condition Is exceedingly grave "

An hour later this notice was posted
"Mr. Wanamakcr died peacefully

Tho only member ot tho merchant's
Immediate family who was not at his
beddlihi was Hodman Wannmaker,
Spccinl Deputy Police Commissioner
of New Yoil.. who li ill in hi3 New

' Vork home.
Mr. Wiinumakor was active in his

business at talis up to the timo he was
stricken. IIo spent miieh of lust win-

ter In Florida, and was In this city all
summer, hard ut work, with tho ex
ception of occasional surcease from
tho duties of his office for a day at
the seashore. Ho was always an early
riser and was usually In his mercan-
tile establishment before Its doors
wcro opened. Mr. Wanamakcr was
among tho most heavily insured men
In tho world. Ho carried polllcics ag-

gregating $11, 000, 000.
Mr. Waliunialirr is survived by his

son. Hodman, a tcsldent or Now York
City, and two daughters, Mary B. ,

wlfo of Barclay II. Warburton. and
Elizabeth, wife of Norman MacLeod,
both of Philadelphia.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 12. After an
hour nnd a half of wrangling the
House Judiciary Committee voted to
day in executive session to proceed
with the hearing of impcuchment
charges brought against Attorney
General Daughcrty ty Representative
Keller, Republican, Minnesota, In the
manner Insisted on by Mr. Keller.

"What wo want to know at the
start," declared former Congressman
Paul Howland of Cleveland', repre
senting Daughcrty, "Is who is behind
Representative Keller in this Im
peachment resolution. Ho says in the
record that he was nided In tho prep
aration of hia charges by certain
other persons. New, wo want to hear
who these persons arc."

'The Attorney General and his
friends nro trying at the outset to
hrow up a smoko screen," declared

Attorney Jackson II. Ralston, for
Keller "Tho question of who is In-

terested with Mr. Keller In this mat-
ter is not pertinent at this time."

Ordered to do so by the committee.
Ralston finally said ho helped Keller
and ho thought Samuel Untermycr ot
Vow York aided. The commlttoa then
gi lied Ralston as to his connection.
an ng who was paying him.

"I was asked by President Gompors
the American Federation of

to prepare certain of the charges,"
said Ralston, "ami nothing was said
about compensation.'

'Then you represent the American
Federation of Iabor .and Gompers?"
said Chairman Volstead.

Yes, I nm their counsel," replied
Ralston, "but 1 am appearing in this
case for Mr. Keller."

The committee argued for nearly
an hour with Keller and his counsel
over which of Keller s specifications
against Daughcity should Iks taken
up first. Tho committee wanted to
take up the charges In order, nut
Keller and Ralston refused absolutely
to proceed except on charge No. 13,
concerning the alleged unlltncsa of
William J. Hurns, appointed by
Daugheity as head ot tho Uureau of
Investigation.

As questions brought nut that Rep- -

resentatlveKcller does not know whom
ho will call as witnesses to substan-
tiate certain of his charges, and docs
not know when ho will bo ready to go
to a test on somo counts, committee-
men Intimated that Keller was not
"overfamlllar ' with his case. Hot
words passed, and finally Representa
tive Graham, Pennsylvania, uopuim-ca- n.

demanded that Keller bo put
under oath.

"I think Mr. Krller ought to be
sworn." declared Graham. "Ho has
mado serious charges against a high
Government olllcial and wo ought to
put him under oath nnd mako him
tell' us what ho had to baso Ins
charges on."

"I am already sworn as u member
of tho House," retorted Keller.

In French they estimated

that thirteen out of every 100

letters and symbols used aro
silent and unnecessary and It
costs $2,600,000 to print them.

essential, and the printing bills
for that 12 per cent, amount to

Try as the American Government
may under this Administration, ai
under tho preceding one, to regaid
the reparation question as separate
und distinct from the matter of Allied
war douts to tho United States, the
practical side of tho matter reveals
how Inseparable the two really nre.
Great Britain Is trying to appeaso
French sentiment by proposing a
cancellation of British debt In ex-
change for an agreement on Franco's
part to accept a lower reparation from
Germany.

And when that cycle of negotiation
begins, it usually ends with the bar
rier of Americn's debt, on the adjust
ment of which no authorltiitlvo word
has been spoken by anyone, even the
Funding Commission appointed by
net of Congress.

If the United States would only dis-
cuss the question ot reparation and
wnr debt and express an opinion, her
moral Influence would go far toward
compelling a settlement. Tho sculoi
are evenly balanced, America can
throw her weight In any direc
tion nnd forco her own viewpoint.
Europo Is icndy to listen to American
proposals not alono batau.io they come
from ii nation detached from Euro
peun controvcisies of a political and
economic nature but lucauso Amcrk.i
Is a creditor nation with linmcnso f-

inancial power.

In the background also Is tho land
armament situation, which is keeping
Europo on edge nnd draining the
budgets ot all the powers on tho Con
tinent. Tho United States is still
waiting for Franco to ratify the
Naval Disarmament Treaty. Although
It Is denied hero that the development
of American policy toward Europe
has nny relation to tho delay in the
French Parliament In ratifying tlio

treaties negotiated nt tho Arms Con
ference hero n year ngo, tho practical
cftect of tho delay Is about tho same
thing. America will not consldei
taking n more active part In Europe
while Franco blocks tho way on
